POLICY OF THE INDIAN The speed with which the Indian Gov- 
GOVERNMENT ON FAMILY ernment has been moving toward a pol- 
LIMITATION icy supporting family planning is quite 


remarkable. Until recent yearsit 
seemed a safe generalization that official recognition of a need for family 
limitation comes, if at all, only after birth control is the well-established 
practice of a major proportion of the population. The experience of the 
Soviet Union, which moved quickly into a drastic abortion policy and then 
reversed it within a few years, appeared to be the exception that docu- 
mented the rule. It remains to be seen whether subsequent experience 
in India may also confirm rather than disprove the proposition that itis 
very difficult for a government to support family limitation when the 
preponderant part of the citizens do not practice birth control. However, 
recent developments in India represent only a stage in the development 
of public policy. The forces underlying the moves have been generating 
over a considerable period of time and appear to be rather strong in the 
present leadership. 


It should not be assumed, and indeed is not assumed in India, that 
the implementation of recent proposals will have any very marked influ- 
ence on the national birth rates for a considerable time. Nor do the 
Government's proposals relating to birth control constitute more than a 
small part of its emerging population policy. Whatever the course of 
events may be, current developments are sufficiently interesting and im- 
portant in their own right to be worth noting even briefly and on the basis 
of such press clippings and documents as are readily available. 


A press dispatch from the United Press of India, dated New Delhi, 
June 26, reads: 


"A five year scheme for family planning has been chalked out by 
the Planning Commission, itis learnt. The Central Health Ministry which 
will be charged with the responsibility of implementing the scheme is 
understood to have been allotted a sum of about Rs 25 lakhs [i.e., Rs 2.5 
million]. 


"The scheme is intended to make the mothers conversant with 
different systems of birth control and thus to restrict the family. Hos- 
pitals and clinics will be required to train nurses to teach the women the 
method of using birth control devices and also to make researches in 
order to find out which system suits the country best." 


In a country having as urgent claims onits funds asIndia, a budg- 
et item of Rs 2.5 million must be considered a substantial beginning. 
It was apparently this proposal to which Prime Minister Nehru referred 
inhis speech presenting the draft election manifesto of the Congress to 
the All India Congress Convention on July 13 in Bangalore, in which, ac- 
cording to the Deccan Herald of July 14, he said in part: 





"The Planning Commission's report also mentioned the question 
of family planning or what was crudely called birth control. Some people 
were frightened of those words but the fact was that they were no longer 
mere words. They were live issues in India today. With improvements 
in public health, people died less. It was a good thing but from the pop- 
ulation point of view it did add a further burden to the country. 








In our public health we have done nothing very great but the prog- 
ress even in our public health has been considerable and the death rate 
in India has decreased." 


Asearly as the middle of April the Prime Minister was making 
his own position clear and doing so in ways that indicated that views ex- 
pressed represented more than his personal opinion. On April 20, the 
New York Herald Tribune carried an Associated Press dispatch from 
New Delhi, dated April 19, which read in part: 


"Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru said today he favors adoption 
of birth control measures to curb India's growing population and help 
solve the food crisis. 


"In an interview he said that in the nation's famine areas at least 
25,000,000 persons are existing on food rations well below subsistence 
levels. 


"The census just ended put India's population at 362,000,000. The 
rate of increase was estimated at more than 4,000,000 a year. 


"tl am entirely in favor of limiting the growth of the population 
by institution of various methods, including birth control,' Mr.Nehru said. 
He added that of necessity this would be a long-range project, subject to 
much preparation and groundwork. [For which the Rs 2.5 million noted 
in the dispatch above are presumably to be used.] 


"The issue of birth control is being considered by a board of 
health and social experts. The board is preparing a report for the Na- 
tional Planning Commission." 


The above interview was widely reported in the American press, 
partly because it came at the time that the American Congress was con- 
sidering an appeal for grain for India. Indeed, it is not impossible that 
the Prime Minister's interview was timed with that fact in mind. That 
the contents of the statement were more profoundly motivated may be 
seen from the report of the board of health and social experts" to which 
he presumably referred. This "board" was apparently a committee ap- 
pointed by the Panel on Health Programmes of the National Planning 
Commission, whose Report, issued on April 14 in mimeographed form, 
is sufficiently interesting to be quoted in full. It reads: 





POPULATION GROWTH AND FAMILY PLANNING 


REPORT 


1. On 11th April, 1951, we were appointed a Committee by the 
Panel on Health Programmes, in order to consider and report on "Pop- 
ulation Growth and Family Planning." We held two meetings on the 11th 
and 12th, when we discussed the subject and formed our mainconclusions. 
This report was drafted yesterday and considered and adopted at our 
meeting to-day. 


2. As the time at our disposal was short, we have limited our- 
selves to what, in our opinion, are the essentials of the problem. We 
submit three recommendations for consideration by the Government of 
India and all the State Governments. These are set out in Annexure I. 


3. Abrief statement of the views of the Committee, in so far as 
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they relate to these recommendations is furnished in Annexure II. Dr. 
Sushila Nayyar has expressed her inability to support Part C of our 
second recommendation. She supports all other recommendations; and 
has signed this report subject to a separate statement of her views, as 
set out in Annexure III. 


Shrimati Dhanwanti Ram Rao has also submitted a supplementary 
note, in Annexure IV.

ANNEXURE I 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


We submit the following three recommendations for considera- 
tion by the Government of India and all the State Governments. 


I. Recognition of need for Family Limitation 





That they recognize in principle: 


A. that family limitation is necessary and desirable in the in- 
terests of the family - that is to say, it is necessary and desirable that 
the members of every family comprising the nation should take all suit- 
able and practicable steps for securing that the occurrences of birth in 
the family are properly spaced in time and limited in number, so as to 
safeguard the health of mothers and children and enable an adequate 
share of the resources of the family being applied effectively to the care 
and upbringing of children. 


and B. thatinordertoassure the success of plans and programmes 
designed to promote the health and welfare of the people and develop the 
national economy, it is essential that the National Birth Rate should be 
reduced concurrently with the National Death Rate, until the population 
is stabilized at a level consistent with the requirements of national econ- 
omy. Family limitation (defined as in A above) is necessary to secure 
this result also- 


Il. Specific Governmental measures in relation to the Family Limita- 
tions 








A programme of family limitation must, in our opinion, be a so- 
cial movement which would call for initiative on the part of individual 
families and general development of public opinion. The State, therefore, 
can only play a limited role in this respect. Measures to secure rapid 
progress in education and improvement of health and living conditions 
would in themselves be favourable to family limitation and we consider 
such measures should have highest priority in State programmes of na- 
tional reconstruction. So far as direct participation by the State ina 
family limitation programme is concerned, its nature and extent will 
have to depend upon public demand. In the existing circumstances, we 
would like to make the following recommendations: 








(a) The State should provide facilities for sterilization or giv- 
ing advice on contraception on medical grounds. 


(b) Such help and advice should not be withheld from others who 
seek and need it on social and economic grounds. Such serv- 
ices however, should be provided to the extent that personnel 
in hospitals and health agencies can undertake them consist- 
ent with their other duties. 


(c) The State should also, through financial aid and otherwise, 
assist in the establishment of Research and Information 
Centre organised for the following purposes viz: 


(i) Collection, study and dissemination of information 
based on scientifically tested experience in our coun- 
try and abroadin respect of all aspects of family lim- 
itation; and the countering of ill-effects of incorrect 
information 


and (ii) Research necessary for the development of inexpen- 
sive, safe and efficacious methods of birth control 
suitable for all classes of people; and methods of prep- 
aration of necessary appliances and materials based 
on raw materials available in the country. 


III. Improvement of Population Data and systematic study of population 








problems 


In view of the intimate connection which exists between the num- 
bers, sex composition, age structure, physical and mental health and gen- 
eral quality of the people and the working of the economic and social 
system and also of the need for establishing a continuous flow of accu- 
rate and complete information regarding the inter-related changes oc- 
curring in all these factors, itis necessary to draw up a programme of 
collection of demographic data and study of selected specific problems 
with a view to provide a basis for the formulation and execution of a pos- 
itive and comprehensive programme relating to population. 


Itisnecessary to provide and develop a permanent organisation 
for the purpose, but pending the establishment of such an organisation 
steps should be taken to use the existing agencies and personnel as ef- 
fectively as possible to implement this recommendation.

RECOMMENDATION II 


SPECIFIC GOVERNMENTAL MEASURES IN RELATION TO 
FAMILY LIMITATION 


1. Recognition in principle by all Governments of the need for 
securing family limitation will entail the consequence that governmental 
policies and measures should be framed consistently with that fact; it 
will not, byitself, settle the question whether Governments should under- 
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take positive measures to secure the result and if sowhat should be the 
nature of such measures. 


Here we enter into a well-known zone of controversy, the na- 
ture of which is fully described in the Report of the Bhore Committee 
(Vol. I, Chapter XXVIII). 


2. It is urged that family limitation can and should be brought 
about by "self-control." Ths may mean either complete abstinence ex- 
ceptfor procreation; or limited abstinence except during "safe periods." 
We have no quarrel with this view, but do not expect significant results 
from its propagation. 


3. Theraising of the minimum age for marriage has been sug- 
gested. We agree thatthis will diminish the Birth Rate; and that the re- 
sults will not be inappreciable; but we do not agree that it is a solution 
ofthe problem. The Bhore Committee which considered the suggestion 
were unable toframe specific recommendations. We have not had enough 
time to enable us to frame our own. 


4. We believe that if we seek to attain the same low levels of 
Birth and Death Rates as advanced countries of the world, our people will 
have to adopt the same methods, viz., deliberate birth control in some 
form or other i.e. contraception. 


5. It is urged that contraception is sinful. While those who hold 
this view must be entirely free to profess and act on it, we do not think 
Governments should be influenced by it. 


6. Itis apprehended that the widespread adoption of contracep- 
tion will promote looseness of sexual relations and weaken family ties. 
We understand and respect the point of view, but do not share it. We 
believe the recommendations we have made will make no material dif- 
ference to sex-habits. They will serve to strengthen family ties and not 
to weaken them. 


7. It is urged that it is unnecessary for Governments to asso- 
ciate themselves in any manner with the spread of contraception, be- 
cause this will automatically follow the attainment of an improved stand- 
ard of life and a degree of general education which promotes appreciation 
of the need for safeguarding that improved standard. It is pointed out 
that this is the experience of all advanced countries where contraception 
has grown without official encouragement and often in spite of discourage - 
ment. 


This view is based upon assumptions the validity of which is 
not above question; butin our view we shall be moving in a vicious circle 
if the improvement of living standards isto await a reduction of the birth 
rate; and if a reduction of the birth rate is to await improvement of living 
standards. 


8. Itis contended that Government measures should not be under- 
taken - not because they are unnecessary, but because they are likely 
to prove unfruitful. Any thing in the nature of a "contraceptive drive’ 
undertaken by Governmental agencies is bound to prove futile in present 
circumstances. While failing to secure the intended result, it will divert 
financial resources and man-power resourcesfrom positivedevelop- 
mental activities - and these resources are meagre enough already. 


We accept this contention and have taken it fully into account 
in framing our recommendations. We do not think our recommendations 








can be regarded as even remotely resembling a "contraceptive drive." 


9. In support of the view that a "contraceptive drive" is bound 
to be futile, it is pointed out that no methods suitable for the conditions 
of poverty prevailing in this country exist and that the propagation of 
ideas of family limitation in these circumstances is not only futile, but 
may even cause harm. These considerations are, in our opinion, the 
principal justification for the recommendations we have made. 


10. The specific Governmental measures which we have recom- 
mended are few. Substantially similar recommendations were made both 
by the Bhore Committee and the Famine Inquiry Commission. They 
represent the indispensable minimum of responsibility which Govern- 
ments should accept in present circumstances. We have not assessed 
their financial implications. We believe they will be found to be very 
modest and capable of being fitted into the health programmes which are 
proposed to be undertaken. 


RECOMMENDATION III 


IMPROVEMENT OF POPULATION DATA AND SYSTEMATIC 
STUDY OF POPULATION 


Our recommendation is self-explanatory. It is in line with simi- 
lar recommendations made by the Famine Inquiry Commission and the 
Bhore Committee. 


We are aware that a beginning has been made in the form of per- 
manent census legislation, and the creation of the office of the Registrar 
General. We have in mind, not merely the completion of those measures 
but something more comprehensive of which these measures are only a 
part. We propose permanent provision for systematic study of popula- 
tion problems, in a sense which organically relates such study to the 
processes of economic and social planning. 


ANNEXURE III 


Statement of views of Dr. Sushila Nayyar 


While itis agreed that the rate at which India's population is in- 
creasing is a real obstacle in the way of raising the standard of living 
in India and something should be done to check it, there is a lot of dif- 
ference of opinion as to what is the right way or the best way of achiev- 
ing that end. The first thing that comes to peoples!' minds is family 
planning and large scale use of contraceptives. There is a large section 
of the population which is opposed to contraceptives on moral, religious 
and other grounds. In my opinion the real objection to a contraceptive 
drive is the likelihood of its proving a futility. 


It is a well known fact that a falling death rate is followed by a 
falling birth rate, although there is a lag between the two. In view of 
the very limited resources at the disposal of the state in India I think 
the state has to think and act in terms of priorities. The first priority 
is education and improvement of living conditions which will create an 
incentive on the part of the people to limit their families. Once that in- 
centive is created the people will find out ways and means of limiting 
their families whether the state offers any particular facilities or not. 
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In this connection it should be noted that in most progressive countries 
which are also much better off economically than India, family planning 
drives are not undertaken by the State. The utmost that can be asked of 
the State is that it should not interfere with any social agency which 
wishes to undertake activities. The resources of the State shouldbe 
utilised in the furtherance of fundamental constructive activities. There 
have beeninstances in other countries where contraceptive drives have 
proved a failure. The State can never control populations whether it be 
a drive for increasing or lowering the birth rates. The social and the 
economic factors alone prove decisive in this connection. In India as in 
other countries if the people can find other outlets for their creative 
energies, procreation will go down. If the people know that they can 
offer better opportunities to their children if they do not have too many 
of them, if they know that there is a fair chance of their children reach- 
ing adult age instead of dying off in infancy, they will be much more in- 
clined to limit their families. It should be the duty of the State to make 
every effort to produce such conditions. In the meantime, certain amount 
of limitations of population increase canbe achieved by raising the age 
of marriage. Self-control is not quite so futile or impossible as some 
people seem to think. The hospitals should offer sterilisation facilities 
and even contraceptive advice for medical indications on a voluntary 
basis. Inthisconnectionit should be noted that sterilisation of the male 
is a much simpler operation than of the female. The State should not 
undertake population control through furtherance of contraceptives. 


ANNEXURE IV 
Supplementary Note by Srimati Dhanwanti Ram Rao 


Population controlis unanimously recognised as desirable in In- 
dia especially as it has been established that the increase in our popu- 
lation figures during the last 20 years has been 80 million and the prob- 
ability is that the next 20 years will see a similar increase in numbers. 
The country's present resources, and expected development in these 
years willnot according to economic experts stand the strain of suchan 
increase in population figures, and the result is likely to be that food 
shortage will continue in spite of all the effort made to increase pro- 
duction and the health conditions will deteriorate, as the pace of im- 
provement and extension of health services in the country will not be 
able to cope with the increase in population. Hence the subject of pop- 
ulation control should be a first priority, and expenditure incurred on 
this subject would give quick results. 


It is agreed that the Health Department of the State should under- 
take a programme which willhave a universal application throughout the 
country, through according recognition to family planning as a measure 
to promote the health of the nation and improve the standard of living of 
the people. Toachieve this end the following suggestions are advanced: 


(1) In all State hospitals, maternity and child welfare clinics 
existing at present and planned for the future, whether in urban or rural 
areas, definite provision should be made for birth control departments 
under the guidance of medical officers trained for this purpose. 


(2) Allfuture programmes for the promotion of health measures 
for the people, whether medical or educational, should include family 
planning as an integral part. 








(3) Birthcontrol appliances and literature should be part of the 
equipment of every health centre in the country and should be made 
available free of cost wherever free medical services are rendered to 
the poorer classes. 


(4) The Health Department should encourage and promote re- 
search work in India on: 


(a) the development of BirthControl appliances with the 
object of evolving an inexpensive, safe and efficacious 
method that will suit the masses of our country; 


(b) the manufacture of such appliances for public pur- 
poses. 


(5) Medical and Nursing Colleges under State control should in- 
troduce the scientific study of family planning. 


(6) The Information Department of the Government should pro- 
duce propaganda films onthe subject, arrange radio talks and otherwise 
popularise the need for a planned family. 


It is also agreed that for the promotion of a better standard of 
living and healthier families itisnecessary to encourage late marriages 
in India. 


We are also convinced that the State should accept the policy of 
sterilization of the unfit e.g. advanced cases of T.B., heart diseases, 
leprosy, epilepsy and mental cases with the consent of the party con- 
cerned except the last category. 





This report stands in direct line of descent from several rather 
extensive considerations of the problem. In 1947 a report of the Sub- 
Committee on Population of the National Planning Committee (of the 
Congress Party) was issued in the National Planning Series. It con- 
cludes with: "Resolutions of the National Planning Committee on the 
Report submitted by the Sub-Committee on Population" (pp. 144 and 145), 
of which the first and fourth resolutions read as follows: 


"1. We agree with the view that the size of the Indian population 
is abasic issue in national economic planning, in sofar asits unrestricted 
increase, out of proportion to means of subsistence, affects adversely 
the standard of living; and tends to defeat many social and ameliorative 
measures." 


"4, Inthe interests of social economy, family happiness and na- 
tional planning, family planning and a limitation of children are essential, 
and the State should adopt a policy to encourage these. It is desirable 
to lay stress on self-control, as well as to spread knowledge of cheap 
and safe methods of birth control. Birth control clinics should be es- 
tablished, and other necessary measures taken in this behalf and to pre- 
vent the use or advertisement of harmful methods." 


The current Committee Report quoted in full above refers ex- 
plicitly in Paragraphs 1 and 10 under Recommendation II of Annexure 
II to the Report of the Bhore Committee and to the Report of the Fam- 
ine Inquiry Commission as containing recommendations substantially 
similar to their own. 
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The Bhore Committee Report was issued as Report of the Health 
Survey and Development Committee in 1946. In the chapter in Volume 
iI entitled "The Population Problem" (pp.477-489) the trend of the birth 
and death rates is discussed, in part on the basis of Kingsley Davis' es- 
timates, a revision and extension of which are presented in his recent 
book on The Population of India and Pakistan, from which the cover 
chart of this issue of the Index is taken. The question of birth control is 
dealt with rather fully. Paragraph 21 (Vol. II, p. 483) reads: 





"Itis our considered opinion, in view of what has been said, that 
in the absence of certain natural checks such as famine and disease whose 
operation will, speaking generally, become more and more limited as 
our various programmes of social security and improvement in living 
conditions develop, the growth of population in India will become an in- 
creasingly serious problem. We have therefore felt it necessary to set 
forth its implications and to suggest certain lines on which its solution 
may be attempted." 


On the matter of birth control, after presenting the pros and cons, 
the Committee concluded in Paragraphs 30 and 31 (Vol. II, p. 487): 


"30. Having set out the arguments for and against the practice 
of birth control we may now consider how far Governments should help 
to promote the birth control movement. All of us are agreed that, when 
childbearing is likely to result in injury to mother or infant, there is 
every justification for the practice of contraception. In such cases it 
should be the responsibility of Governments to provide instruction re- 
garding contraception in maternity and child welfare centres, dispensa- 
ries, hospitals and any other public institutions which administer medi- 
cal aid towomen. We alsoconsider that the supply of contraceptive req- 
uisites should be made, free of cost, by the State to necessitous women 
when the practice is advocated for reasons of heaith. Thereis also una- 
nimity among us in respect of State action in two other directions, 
namely, (1) control over the manufacture and sale of contraceptives as 
in the case of food and drugs and (2) assistance from public funds to- 
wards research for the production of a safe and effective contraceptive. 


"31. Some of us are of the opinion that, on economic grounds 
also, contraception is justified in the interests of the individual and of 
the community and that the State should provide facilities for imparting 
knowledge regarding birth control when desired for such reasons. The 
others, while they fully appreciate the importance of relating population 
to the economic resources of the country, feel that the active promotion 
by the State of contraceptive practices for economic reasons will be 
justified, in view of objections toit on religious grounds in certain quar- 
ters, only if there is substantial support from public opinion." 


In the Final Report of the Famine Inquiry Commission, which ap- 
peared in 1945, the problem is treated to much the same effect, but 
handled a bit more gingerly. The Summary of Conclusions and Recom- 
mendations" contains the following passages: 





"Whatever success in increasing food production can be achieved, 
ultimately a decrease in the rate of population growth is not only de- 
sirable but necessary. While an addition of a further 100 millions to the 
population within the next 25 years must be anticipated, the essential 
point is whether, when that figure is reached, the whole 'reproductive 
situation,' including the relation between the birth-rate and the death- 




















rate, is favourable to continued growth at an equal or accelerated rate, 
or whether the population has reached, or is approaching, a position of 
stability" (pp. 385-386). 


"There is evidence that the practice of family limitation has ap- 
peared in this country, but it is as yet confined to the more prosperous 
classes. At thé present time a deliberate State policy with the objective 
of encouraging the practice of birth control among the mass of the popu- 
lation isimpracticable, both because of public opinion on this matter and 
because of the low economic condition of the poorer classes and their 
lack of education. A fall in the birth-rate will tend to follow rather than 
precede economic betterment. 


"Development of public health services may in the long run have 
a tendency to stabilize population. A high birth-rate accompanied by a 
high death-rate means waste of human effort and lives. It is suggested 
that an assault on infant mortality would ultimately tend to reduce the 
birth-rate. The State can legitimately take steps, through the medium 
of health services, which will have the effect of encouraging family lim- 
itation. Knowledge of birth-control could be imparted through maternity 
and child welfare centres, by women doctors, to women whose health 
would be endangered by further or excessive child-bearing, and also to 
women who seek advice because of a reasonable desire to 'space!' their 
children" (p. 386). 


The contrast between this and the latest report is striking illus- 
tration of the ways in which political responsibility, the intensification 
of difficulties in the food situation, and continuing experience in the prob- 
lems ci: planning operate to crystallize policy.
